The proposed Russian railway con- 
necting the trans-Siberian road with 
Neuchang and Port Arthur will be of 
great strategic value to the Russians, 
as it will give Russia a port on the

The American road, op the con- 
trary, will have two ocean terminals,

Another pleasing phenomenon 
must be mentioned. Just below the 
water line, where thFrockr sides ar* 
lapped by the waves, tbe white quartx- 
ite exhibits a brilliant siskin- green 
hue; this bright color is limited to a 
space about three or four inches below 
tbe level of tbe lake and to certain 
walls of the cavern. The bare arm 
immersed in the water partakes of the 
green color when the light is reflected 
at one angle and ot the silvery bine 
color at another angle.

All «ver 
the country there are farms and coun- 
iry ««ts where a few days' labor and 
a comparatively trifling expense would 
solve the problem for years to come. 
Most of these strems would supply a 
small dam or a turbine, giving an 
abundance of water in this way or 
working a pump placed in the already 
existing well. A small turbine reauires 
bat very little power, and may be at- 
tached to an artesian well In such a 
manner as to give a water supply 
abundant not onty tor family use and 
stock but for Irrigating purposes as 
well.
